R E L IG IO N I N I H E SCHOOLS. 
The Rev. W . A. Me Alee, cf Madison, 
calla Governor Hoard’s speech at Wau­ 
kesha, “A powerful and persuasive de­ 
fense 0l the princ pies of the Bennett 
law,” and in commenting on the quota­ 
tion the governor used from Daniel Web­ 
ster's eulogy ou Ac ems and Jefferson, in 
support of the New England system of 
free schools. 
Mr. M.’Atee Gills atten­ 
tion to another utterance of (be great 
sage Gf Marshfield, en the subjeot of the 
free school system. In one of his famous 
Plymouth speeches on the first settle­ 
ment of New England, Webster said: 
I must yet advert to another most in­ 
teresting topic,—the free schools. 
la 
this pat titular New England may be al­ 
lowed to claim, I think, a merit of pecu­ 
liar character. 
She early adopted and 
has constantly maintained the principle 
that it is the umiouoied right and the 
bounden duty of government to provide 
for 
the 
instruction of 
ail 
youth. 
That which is eLevvhere left to chance 
or 
tbarUy, 
we 
secure 
by 
law. 
We regard it as a wise at d libers I system 
of police, by which property and life and 
the peace cf society are scoured. We do 
hot, indeed, expect all men to be philos­ 
ophers or stat smen; bat we confidently 
trust, And our expectation of the dura­ 
tion of our system cf government rests 
on that trust, that by the diffusion of 
general knowledge and good and virtu­ 
ous sentiments the political fabric may 
be secure as well against moral violence 
and overthrow as against the slow, bat 
anre, undermining of licentiousness. 
la answer to the question what kind of 
free schools Webster eulogized, he him­ 
self tells as in his great argument before 
the supreme court of the United states 
in the celebrated Girard will case, and 
referring to the alleged difficulty of teach­ 
ing the elemeniary principles of the 
christian religion, and of tLf jrciog hu­ 
man duties by divine obligations, while 
abstaining from the inculcation of sec­ 
tarian doctrines, be said in the argument: 
How have they done in the schools of 
K aw England ? 
T here, »3 f ae a a l am 
concerned, the great elements of Chris­ 
tia n trutbe are taught in every school. 
The t-criptures are read, their anthol it> 
taught and enfoiccd, their evidences ex­ 
plained and prayers usually offered. 
An intelligent man who has any wits 
about him, will not have to think very 
long to find oat what Mr. McAtee is driv­ 
ing at in these woidt: This was the kind 
of free public school which frequently 
elicited each warm encomiums from the 
great expounder of the principles of our 
government. 
It never occurred to him 
that the reading of the christian scrip­ 
tures, and prayer to the christian God, 
could be out of place in the free schools 
of state, when, as he said,‘non-sectarian, 
genial, t iterant christianity is the law of 
the land.’ 
How quickly the great law­ 
yer would have brushed aside the ten­ 
uous meshes of Jesuitical sophistry which 
hold so many other men in secure cap­ 
tivity.” 
Here is another striking point from 
Webster’s powerful argument before the 
supreme court in the Girard case. 
By the christian world, throughout its 
broadest extent, it bas been and is held 
aa a fundamental truth that religion is 
the only solid basis of morals, and that 
moral instruction not retting on this ba­ 
sis is only a building upon sand. And 
at what age 
of 
the Christian era 
have those who professed to teach 
the 
ohriBtian religion 
or 
to 
be­ 
lieve in its ant bority or importance, not 
insisted on the absolute necessity of in­ 
culcating its principles and its precept 
upon the youug? In what age, by what 
Bfot, where, wheD, by whom, has reli­ 
gions truth been excluded from the ed­ 
ucation of youth? 
Nowhere; never. 
Everywhere and at all times it bas been 
and is regarded as essential. It is of the 
essence, the vitality, of useful instruc­ 
tion. 
Att?r giving a brief dialogue between 
S crates and Alcibiodts, on this point, 
Mr. McAtee in his article to the b|ete 
Journal omotnaes in these tiauly words: 
“ Yes, and all the laws, courts aud school 
boards in the universe cannot make it 
otherwise. And blessed will the people 
of Wisconsin be if. heeding the counsel 
of JO good and great a ffiend to tbe free 
public school as was Daniel Webster* 
they pause upon the brink of the preci­ 
pice to whion they have now come and 
ratrace their steps. 
To Noah Webster’s 
definition of education, as given in your 
issue of Tuesday last, add Daniel Web­ 
ster’s description cf the school which 
alone can give it, and>ou will have an 
outline of the only sjbtemof popular in­ 
struction which can keep our coon try 
great and virtuous and fr>e.

It seems that the saloon peopleof South 
Dakota will test the validity of tbe pro­ 
hibition amendment in that state on the 
ground that “tho people cf the United 
States have no authority under the con­ 
stitution to impose prohibition nppn the 
people of a s tite.”

The constitutional convention which 
met last July bad anthority only to make 
provision for those parts of the state 
machinery which are prescribed by the 
constitution of the United States, and a 
vote on prohibition having been oidered 
before South Dakota was admitted int • 
the unioD, it was therefore unconstitu­ 
tional and void. 
The prohibition law of Sooth Dakota, 
wiil go into effect on the first of May, 
and the saloon people are bestinngthem 
selves to get this matter before the 
courts. This is a new poiLt raised, and 
to Bom! it teems a good one, but there 
does not appear to Le mach hope for the 
saloon provision in that state. It is not 
at all likely that tbe coart will interfere 
with the vote of %he people on the li- 
qaor question.

C h icag o , April 7.— Englewood is ex ­ 
cited over a poisoning w hich prom ises 
to develop into one of the m ost perplex­ 
ing sensations that quiet suburb has 
ever known. 
T he present indications 
are that the ease is one of murder. 
George P. N ew land and his fam ily, 
consisting of a w ife, a son, and daugh­ 
ter—botli grown up—have 
livdd 
for 
years at «»23<1 W abash avenue, in a pala­ 
tial 
residence. 
Mr. 
New land was a 
w ell-known resident of Englewood and 
a retired real-estate man, living on the 
interest of his accum ulations. 
L ast 
night all four m embers of the fam ily 
w ere taken violently ill. T hey had eaten 
some canned corn for supper and the 
supposition 
was that they had been 
poisoned in that manner. 
M edical aid 
was called in, but in spite of all that 
could be done, Mr. N ew land, who seemed 
to have been the most violently attacked, 
expired about 3 o'clock this morning. 
T he rest of the story can best be told in 
the words of Dr. Crutcher, who was sum­ 
moned by a friend of the N ew lands 
about G:30 o’clock this morning. “ W hen 
I arrived at the N ew land house,’’ said 
the doctor, 
“ I 
found Mr. 
N ew land 
already dead. 
Mrs. Newland was dying, 
and the indications were that sho had 
been poisoned by arsenic. 
She had suf­ 
fered all the sym ptom s of arsenical poi­ 
soning, 
such 
as 
intense 
burning 
at 
the 
stom ach, 
vom iting, 
thirst, 
drinking often and little at a tim e, and 
there was no doubt in my mind that sho 
had in some m anner taken a dose of ar­ 
senic. 
She was in a stato of com plete 
collapse when 
I saw her, 
and it was 
evident that she could not live very 
much longer. 
I presume she is dead by 
this time, though I have not heard. T he 
daughter Grace, who was poisoned, la 
still quite sick but w ill undoubtedly re­ 
cover. 
N either she nor her brother is 
aware that their father Is dead or that 
their m other is not likely to recover. 
All the patients are kept in separate 
rooms. 
Young 
N ew land, I have no 
doubt, will also recover. 
“ As soon as I saw that Mrs. N ew land 
was beyond all earthly help I hunted up 
the eau of corn from w hich the fam ily 
had partaken and exam ined it. 
I could 
sec, on a casual exam ination, no reason 
to believe that the fam ily had been poi­ 
soned by partaking of the corn.” 
T he doctor then w ent on to tell of his 
suspicions 
in 
the 
ease. 
H e found 
out, 
it 
seems, 
that 
ono 
of 
the 
servants 
who 
had 
been 
employed 
about tho 
house 
borrowed 
money 
from M iss Grace 
Newland yesterday 
with w hich to buy some m edicine, as she 
claimed. 
T he girl returned that night, 
but ate no supper, and, it Is alleged, has 
disappeared. 
Dr 
Cruteher 
says ne 
visited the drug store to w hich the girl 
w ent and was told that she had 
pur­ 
chased there “ Rough on R ats,” w hich 
contains a very large per cent of arsenic. 
As tho evidence against tho girl I* by no 
means com plete her name is withhold. 
Tho surviving members of tho fam ily 
say they can im agine no reason why any 
ono should attem pt to m urder them in 
such a cold-blooded fashion. 
L ater.— Mrs. 
N ew land 
has 
since 
died. 
T he servant girl who gives her 
name as Emma Stark has been arrested 
and has confessed to buying rat poison 
but says she intended to kill herself but 
changod her mind and threw the poison 
away. 
She says when sho saw that tho 
fam ily w ere taken sick she becam e 
frightened lest she should be accused 
and fled.

FATALLY HURT BT TRAMPS. 


Horrible Fate o f a Conductor at 
O.—His Assailants Caught. 
L im a, O., April 7.— As the third se c­ 
tion of freight train No. 98, east-bound 
011 the Pittsburg, Fort W ayne <fc Chica­ 
go Railroad, was pullfng 
into a side­ 
track a half-m ile w est of th is city at 
3:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon Con­ 
ductor Gardner J. T uckey noticed six 
tram ps getting into a box car of tho 
train. 
He ordered them to leave and 
one of tho tram ps said to him: 
“ You 
will be the first man to g et out.” 
At this m oment T uckey grappled w ith 
tho man, w hen one of his com panions 
discharged a gun. 
A fter considerable 
scuffling T ackey was shoved out of the 
car door. 
A t the sam e tim e the tramps 
jumped out on the north side. 
TwSker 
clim bed over the train, and as he alight­ 
ed on the opposite side one of the gang 
produced a revolver, w hich 
T uckey 
wrenched out of his hands. 
T w o others 
then caught the conductor, holding his 
arms so that he was powerless to defend 
him self, w hile another placed a 38-call- 
bcr revolver at h is left side and fired, 
the ball taking effect a little below the 
heart. 
T he tram ps then escaped... 
T uckey wah picked up and carrfed to 
the nearest drug store, w here It 
as­ 
certained that tho wound would prove 
fatal. 
T he police w ent in search of the 
tram ps and arrested four of them about 
three m iles out of the city. 
T h ey were 
identified by T uckey. 
T h e latter was 
removed to the parlor of the B urnett 
House and his anti-m ortem statem ent 
was taken by the prosecuting attorney. 
T he tramps were brought over from jail 
and again identified by the dying con- 
conductor, w ho picked out the one who 
did the shooting.

Six Condem ned Chinam en Ara B anqueted 
Before They Aro Executed. 
L ondon, April 7 .—Letters received 
here from Hung Kofg report th at there 
was another wholesale execution In th at 
;lty recently, attended by the curious 
details of such events in China. 
The 
condemned in this case numbered six, 
and were tile last of the miners con­ 
victed of inciting a revolt at the Kouts- 
ou mine at Mongtze in the Yunysn 
province. 
The program of the execution began 
with the announcement to the prisoners 
of the approval of their death sentence 
by the Viceroy. 
This was followed b f 
a rich banquet, consisting of roast pork 
and duck, fish, and rice, and with an 
abundance of Chinese wines. 
Tim condemned men were then freed 
from their fetters and led to the place of 
execution, surrounded on the way by 
troops, who fired volleys into the air 
from time to time. 
On their arrival the 
deatli sentence was read to the prison­ 
ers and they were then given over Into 
tho hands of tho executioners. 
In this 
case soldiers were chosen at random 
from the army. 
These men did their duty as well as 
professional executioners, and five out 
of six heads fell into the baskets at the 
first stroke of the sabers 
The si xiii 
neck offered a little more resistance and 
a second stroke was necessary. 
The execution was witnessed bv an 
immense throng of Chinese who gathered 
at every point around the place from 
which a view could bo obtained.

Law as R egards C ourt M artials. 
W a sh in g to n, April 7.—In the house 
on motion of Mr. Henderson, of Illinois, 
a resolution was adopted, calling on the 
Secretary of W ar-for information as to 
whether the project to open a channel 
between Lake Ontario and Irondequoit 
Bay would be of advantage to tho com­ 
merce of tile lakes. 
On motion of Mr. Wheeler of Ala­ 
bama, from the committee on military 
affairs, a bill was passed amending tin 
articles of war so as to provide that in 
time of peace, general court-martial for 
the trial of commanding officers shall be 
appointed only by the President, the 
general commanding the army, or tile 
general officer commanding a military 
division; and that judge advocates must 
not be present at any deliberation of 
courts-martial in close s *ssion. 
On motion of Mr. Cut< boon, of Michi­ 
gan, from the same committee, a bill was 
passed granting the right of way through 
the Fort Pembina military reservation to 
the Duluth and Manitoba railroad com­ 
pany. 
Also a bill providing that In time 
of peaeo all enlisted men. charged with 
offenses now cognizable by the garrison, 
or 
regimental 
courts-martial, 
shall I 
within twenty-four hours atter their ar­ 
rest, be brought before a summary court, 
which shall consist of the line officer, 
second in rank, at the post, or station, 
or in the command of Hie alleged of­ 
fender, who shall hoar ami determine 
the case, and, when satisfied of tho guilt 
of tho accused party, adjudge the pun­ 
ishment to be inflicted.

tial, which demand shall be granted by 
right.

Brooklyn, 
N. 
Y ., April 7.—The 
Academy of Music was appropriately 
decorated for Easter service on Sun­ 
day, and the regular choir was aug­ 
mented by several celebrated musi­ 
cians. 
The hymn sung before the sermon 
was: 
We praise thee, O God, for the Son of Thy 
love. 
For Jesus who died and is now gone above. 
The subject of Dr. Talmage’s ser­ 
mon was “Machpelah; 
or, Easter 
Thoughts.” It was based on words in 
Gen. xxiii, 17, 18: -And the field of 
Ephron, which was in Machpelah, 
which was before Mamre, the field, 
and the cave which was therein, and 
all the trees that were in the field, 
that were in all the borders round 
about, were made sure unto Abra­ 
ham.” 
Following is the sermon: 
Here is the first cemetery ever laid 
out. 
Machpelah was its name. 
It 
was an arborescent beauty, whore the 
wound of death was bandaged with 
foliage. 
Abraham, a rich man. not 
being able to bribe the King of Ter­ 
rors. proposes here, as far as possible, 
to cover up its ravages. 
He had no 
doubt previously noted this region, 
and now that Sarah, his wife, had 
died—that remarkable person who at 
90 years of age had born to her the 
son Isaac, and who now, after she 
had reached 127 years, had expired— 
Abraham is negotiating for a family 
plot for her last slumber. Ephron 
owned 
this 
real 
estate. 
and 
after, 
in 
mock 
sympathy 
for 
Abraham, refusing to take anything 
for it, now sticks on a big price—four 
hundred shekels of silver. This ceme­ 
tery lot is paid for, and the transfer 
made. Then in a cavern of the lime­ 
stone rock Abraham put Sarah, and, 
a few years after himself followed, and 
then Isaac and Rebekah, and then Ja­ 
cob and Leah. 
Embowered, pictur­ 
esque 
and memorable 
Machpelah! 
That -God’s acre” dedicated by Abra­ 
ham has been the mother of innumera­ 
ble mortuary observances. The me­ 
tropolis of every civilized land has vied 
with its metropolis. 
The most beautiful hill J of Europe 
outside the great cities are covered 
with obelisk 
and funeral vase and 
arched gateways and columns and 
parterres in honor of the inhumated. 
Our 
country consents to be 
sec­ 
ond 
to none in respect 
to 
the 
lifeless body. 
Every city and town 
and neighborhood of any intelligence 
or virtue has, not many miles away, 
its sacred inclosure, where affection 
has engaged sculptor’s chisel and flor­ 
ist’s spade and artificer in metals. 
Our own city has shown its religion, as 
well as art, in the manner in which 
it holds the memory of those who have 
passed forever away, by its Cypress 
Hills and its Evergreens and its Cal­ 
vary and Holy Cross and Friends’ 
cemetries. All the world knows of 
our Greenwood, with now about two 
hundred and fifty thousand inhabitants 
sleeping among hills that 'overlook the 
sea, and lakes embosomed in an Eden 
of flowers, our American Westminis­ 
ter Abbey, an acropolis of mortuary 
architecture, a Pantheon of mighty 
ones 
ascended, 
elegies 
in stone, 
Iliads in marble, whole generations 
in peace waiting for other generations 
to join them. 
No dormatories of 
breathless sleepers in all the world 
has so many mighty dead. 
At this Easter service I ask and an­ 
swer what may seem a novel question, 
but it will be found, before I get 
taro ugh, a practical and useful and 
tremendous 
question: 
What 
will 
resurrection day do for the cemeteries? 
First, I remark, it will be their super­ 
nal beautification. 
At certain seasons 
it is customary to strew flowers over 
the mounds of the departed. 
It may 
have been suggested by the fact that 
Christ's tomb was in a garden. 
And 
when 
I 
say 
garden, 
I do not 
mean 
a 
garden 
of 
these 
latitudes. The late frosts of spring 
and the early frosts of autumn are so 
near to each other that there are only 
a few months of flowers in the field. 
All the flowers we see to-day had to 
be petted and coaxed and put under 
shelter, or they would not 
have 
bloomed at all. They are the children 
of the conservatories. 
But at th(« 
season of the year, and through most 
of the year, the Holy Land is all ablush 
with floral opulence. 
You find all the royal family of 
flowers there, some that you supposed 
indigenous to the far North, and others 
indigenous to the far South, the daisy 
and hyacinth, crocus and anemone^ 
tulip and water lily, geranium and 
ranunculous, mignonette 
and sweet 
marjoram. 
In the college at Beyrout 
you may see Dr. Post’s collection of 
about eighteen hundred kinds of Holy 
Land flowers while among trees are 
the oak of frozen climes, and the to ma- 
risk of the tropics, walnut and willow, 
ivy and hawthorn, ash and elder, pine 
and sycamore. If such floral and botani­ 
cal beauties are the wild growths of the 
fields think of what a garden must be 
in Palestine! And in such a garden 
Jesus Christ slept after, on the sol­ 
dier’s spear, 
His last drop of blood 
had coagulated. 
And then see how 
appropriate that all our cemeteries 
should be floral Ized and tree shaded. 
In June, Greenwood is Brooklyn’s 
garden. 
Well, then, you say. how can you 
make out that the Resurrection day 
ill beautify the cemeteries? Will it 
not leave them a plowed up ground? 
On that day there will he an earth­ 
quake. and will not this split the Aber­ 
deen granite, as well as the plain slab 
thai -an afford but the two words, *Oui 
Mary,’ or Our Charley?*" Well, I 
will tell you how Resurrection day 
will beautify all the pemeteries. It will 
be by bringing up the faces that were 
to us once, and in our memories are to 
us now, more beautiful than any calla 
lily, and the forms that to us are more 
graceful than any willow by the water. 
Can you think of anything more beau­ 
tiful than the reappearance of those 
from whom we have been parted? I 
do not care which way the tree falls in 
the blast of the Judgment hurricane, 
or if the plowshare that day shall turn 
under the last rose leaf and the last 
china aster, if out of the broken sod 
shall come the bodies of our loved ones 
not damaged, but irradiated. 
Tbe idea of the resurrection gots 
easier to understand as I hear the pho­ 
nograph unroll some voice that talked 
into it or sung into it a year ago, just 
before our friend’s decease. 
You turn 
the wire and then come forth the very 
tones, the very accentuation, the very 
cough, the very song of the person 
that breathed into it once. but is now 
departed. 
If a man can do that, can 
not Almighty God, without half the 
trying, return tim voice of your depart 


J ed. 
And ii the voice, way not the 
lips and tongue and throat that fash­ 
ioned the voice? And if the lips and 
tongue and the throat why not then 
Eh© brain that suggested the words? 
And if the brain, why not the nerves. 
of wh|$b the brain is the headquarters? 
And if He can return the nerves, why 
not the muscles, which are less ingen­ 
ious? And if the muscles, why not the 
bones, Which are less wonderful? And 
if the voice and the brain and the 
muscles and the bones, why not the 
entire body? lf man can do the pho­ 
nograph, God can do the resurrection. 
Will it be the same body that on the 
last day shall be reanimated? Yes, but 
infinitely improved. 
Our bodies 
change every seven 
years, and yet, in one respect, it is 
the same body. On my wrist and the 
second finger of my right hand there is 
a scar. I made that at 12 years of age, 
when, disgusted at the presence of two 
warts, I took a red hot iron and burn­ 
ed them out. 
Since then my body has 
changed at least half a dozen times, 
but those scars prove it is the same 
body. 
And we never lose our identity. 
If God can and does rebuild a man five, 
six, and ten times, in this world, is it 
mysterious that He can rebuild him 
once moro, and that in the resurrec­ 
tion? If He can do it ten times, I 
think he can do it eleven times. Then 
look at the seventeen year locusts. For 
seventeen years gone, at the end of 
B evt^en years they appear, and by 
rubbing the hind leg against the wing 
make that rattle at which all the hus­ 
bandmen and vine dressers tremble as 
the insectiie host takes up the march 
of devastation. Resurrection every sev­ 
enteen years! 
Another consideration makes the 
idea of resurrection easier. 
God made 
Adam. He was not fashioned after any 
model. ‘I here had never been a hu­ 
man organism, and so there was noth­ 
ing to copy. 
At the first attempt God 
made a perfect man. 
He made him 
out of the dust of the earth. 
If out of 
the ordinary dust of the earth and 
without a model God could make a 
perfect man. surely out of the extraor- * 
dinary dust of the mortal body, and 
with millions of models. God can make 
each one of us a perfect being in tho 
resurrection. 
Surely the last under­ 
taking would not bo greater than the 
first. 
See the gospel algebra; ordi­ 
nary dust minus a model equals a per­ 
fect man; extraordinary dust and plus a 
model equals a resurrection body. Mys­ 
teries about It? Oh, yes; that is one 
reason why I believe it 
It would not 
he much of a God who could do things 
only as far as I can understand. 
Mys­ 
teries? Oh, yes; but no more about the 
resurrection of your body than about 
tho present existence. 
I will explain to you the last mystery 
of the resurrection, and make it as 
plain to you as that two and two make 
four, if you will tell me how your 
mind, which is entirely independent of 
your body, can act upon your body so 
that at your will your eyes open, or 
foot walks, or your hand is extended. 
So I find nothing in the Bible state­ 
ment concerning the resurrection that 
staggers me for a moment 
All doubts 
clear from my mind. 
I say that the 
cemeteries, however beautiful now, will 
be more beautiful when the bodies of 
our loved ones come up. 
They will come in improved condi­ 
tion. They will come up rested. The 
most of them lay down at the last very 
tired. How often you have heard 
them say, “I am so tired!” The fact 
is, it is a tired world. About the poor­ 
est place to rest in Is this world. 
Its 
atmosphere, its surroundings, and even 
its hilarities are exhausting. 
So God 
•tops our earthly life and mercifully 
closes the eyes, quiets the feet, and 
folds the hands, and more especially 
gives quiescence to the lungs and 
heart that have not had ten minutes* 
rest from the first respiration and the 
first beat 
If a drummer boy were compelled in 
the army to beat his drum for twenty- 
four hours without stopping, his oft!cor 
would be court-martialed for cruelty. 
If the drummer boy should be com­ 
manded to beat his drum for a week 
without ceasfng, day and 
night he 
would die in attempting it But under 
your vestment is a poor heart that be­ 
gan its drumbeat for the march of life 
thirty or forty or sixty or eighty years 
ago, and it has had no furlough, by 
day or night; and, whether in con­ 
scious or comatose state, it wont right 
OO, for if it had stopped seven seconds 
your life would have closed. And your 
heart will keep going until some time 
after your spirit has flown, for tho 
auscultator says that after tho last ex­ 
piration of lungs and the last throb of 
pulse, and after the spirit is released, 
the heart keepa on beating for a time. 
What a mercy, then, it is that the 
grave is the place where that won­ 
drous machinery of ventricle and ar­ 
tery can halt? 
Under the healthful chemistry of tho 
toll all the wear aid tear of nerve and 
muscle and hone will be subtracted and 
that bath of good, fresh, clean soil will 
wash off the last ache, and then some 
of the same style of dust out of which 
the body of Adam was constructed may 
be infused into the resurrection body. 
How can the bodies of the human race, 
which have had no replenishment from 
the dust since the time of Adam in the 
paradise, got any recuperation from 
the store-house from which he was 
constructed without our going back 
into the dust? That original, life-giv­ 
ing material having been added to the 
body as it once was, and all the defects 
left behind, what a body will bo the 
resurrection body!

You put into a 
factory cotton, and it comes out appa­ 
rel. You put into a factory lumber 
and lend, and it comes out pianos and 
organs- 
And so into the factory of the 
grave you put in pneumonias and con­ 
sumptions, and they come out health. 
You put in groans, and they come out 
hallelujahs. For us, on the final day. 
the most attractive places will not be 
the parks or the gardens or the pal­ 
aces, hut the cemeteries. 
This Easter tells us that in Christ’ 
resurrection our resurrection, if we 
are His, and the resurrection of all the 
pious dead, is assured, for He was “the 
first fruits of them that slept" Renan 
says He did not rise, hut 680 witnesses, 
sixty of them Christ’s enemies, say He 
did rise, for they eaw him after He was 
risen. 
If He did not rise, how did 
sixty armed soldiers let him get away? 
Surely sixty living soldiers ought to be 
able to keep one deed man!

be God! He did get away.

At that time they 
trie d to gei a re-count in the (S troud 
Ward and made inch a grievous blander 
tuafc she city clerk refused to sot under 
tie ir proceeding?, The city attorney 
I rooeeded to obtain a writ of mandamus 
against the olerk, bat owing to vatic rn 
errors a bill of costs was taxed uojagaiust 
the city, which it had to pay. Toen oity 
attorney brought a contest for Bn:ns 
bat tbat ended in defeat with a bill o 
costs against Barns, which was remitted 
by the km dreis of the republicans. That 
contest was without expense to Mr. 
Barns. 
The democratic city oonnoil 
threatened to count Burna in and de** 
clareM bim elected. The republicans 
obtained an injunction and Hanthom 
was finally seated. 
The democrats are 
in no position to cry errors or blunders. 
Now they are opposed to re counting the 
ballots. Somebody has blundered. Let 
as see. The law says that if witbi n three 
days ten voters shall file a statement with 
the city olerk the city olerk shall forth­ 
with deliver to the inspectors, The' bn 
voters filed a statementFiiday.

The olerk is at the 
head of the cffice and it is bis business 
to superintend matters, and he is a dem­ 
ocrat . 
Bat we are not blaming the oity 
clerk in the bast, because he is blameless 
in the matter. 
We simj ly refer to Ibm 
in answer to some of

of the Recorder. 
The clerk delivered 
the statement Saturday, April 5tb, to 
the inspectors. The law Baya that the 
inspectors shall notify the candidates, 
giving a two days’ notice. That was done 
by giving notice Satnrday (excluding 
sunday) for a recount Tuesday morning, 
the 8th. They coaid not give two days’ 
notice in soy other way. 
In counting 
time the law excludes one day and in* 
dudes tin other, so that the notioe >8 
proper. But, says the Recorder, the law 
says the reoountshrll be within five dais 
after election. Bo it does. But that was 
absolately impossible in this case. 
No 
law requires an impossibility. The voters 
bad until Friday at midnight to tils their 
statement. This was a right that cannot 
br taken away by aoy preceeding. 
It is 
aa absolute right given by statute. The 
inspectors have to give two days’ notice. 
T us notioe the candidates are entitled to 
ny statute, and must be given. So that 
yoa got the three drys, and the two days* 
not ca after them, which carries it be­ 
yond the five daye. 
It oandot be an - 
i w red by saymg that the voters should 
have tiled their statement earlser, because 
th it they were not obliged to do. They 
had until Friday night to do it In this 
care it was not decided upon until about 
four o’clock Friday afternoon. The state­ 
ment was delivered to the inspectors 
Saturday, and they had to give two days’ 
notice, and Tuesday was the earliest 
possible day in whioh a recount could be 
had. “Bat,” says the democratic organ, 
’’that is too late; it moat be with in five 
days.” That provision whioh says the 
recoant shall take place within five days 
after election is merely directory. 
It ie 
like the direction in an execution from 
he J in cult cla r t ll st the cfficer shall re­ 
turn it with in sixty days. The execution i9 
psrfectly good after 69 days. The stat­ 
ute says a justice of the peace shall bold 
aa appeal so many days. The appeal is 
perfectly good if it is sent up before, be­ 
cause the statute 
is 
directory. 
The 
statutes are fall of snob illustrations. 
If 
it were not so the city clerk could defeat 
a recount. All he wonld have to do wonld 
be to hold the statement one day. Sup­ 
posing the statement had been filed with 
the city clerk early Friday morning, in­ 
stead of late Friday afternoon, the oity 
olerk coaid have held [it until the next 
day just the same aa he did in this case, 
and that woald defeat a recount sooord- 
i ag to the Recorder. Supposing the oity 
clerk refused to deliver the statement to 
the inspectors at ell and a proceeding 
for a mandamus was necessary; it might 
take months to try that case, yet it weald 
not defeat a recount. Supposing the in” 
specters'ref used to deliver the notice 
and a proceeding was necessary to com­ 
pel them to act, five days woald go by 
very quickly; yet that would not affect 
the matter a cent’s worth; No one has 
blundered except the Recorder. That It 
should is bat natural. [In this case a 
proper statement was filed.by the voters 
within the time allowed them by law. 
The inspector* gave the candidates that 
contd be found in the oity the proper two 
days notice, and set the .recount for the 
easiest possible mmute. lo b e sure it 
was not within five days after the eleo* 
tiou, and oonld not have been within 
five days unless the city olerk had de­ 
livered the statement to the inspectors 
as eoon as he received it Fiiday night, 
and the inspectors had spent Friday 
night till midnight notifying the candi­ 
dates. But, aa we have illustrated be- 
fore, the fail ore of the dark to do this, 
whether it was the failure of the demo­ 
cratic oity derk or his republican deputy 
is immaterial, would not defeat a re­ 
count. 
Now, as to the merits. The republicans 
d > not claim that a recount will change 
the election—it may possibly.

no harm. It might show that Goldin 
woald be elected. 
lf it does, it wonld 
please the republicans, and do the city 
no hum . Bo yon see somebody is to be 
pleased with the result, and no one hurt. 
The repnblicana are not over anxious 
about the reeount.
